FRANCE AND CENTRAL EUROPE. 


A Paris telegram, dated Saturday, says:— 
Regarding the statement in the Temps that the 
French Government would not give its consent 
to the proposal made to the Supreme Council 
that the suggested declaration of principles to 
be followed for the re-constitution of Europe 
should contain an invitation to the States bor- 
dering on Russia to conclude peace with the 
Soviets, Reuter’s correspondent’ has been  in- 
formed that instructions are being eent to the 
French Ambaseador in London, M. Paul Cam- 
bon, to<day to sign the declaration, but with 
certain reservations on the part of the French 
Government. These may be briefly summarised 


as follows:—Firetly, France will support any |

ments by Germany on any loans that she may 
arrange by any other organisation than the 
Reparations Commission. 


PRESIDENT WILSON AND 
THE ADRIATIC, 


Reuters Washington Correspondent _ tele- 
graphs :—President Wilson’s reply declares that 
he is surprised that the Premiers should construe 
his willingness to leave to joint agreement be- 
tween Italy and the Jugo-Slavs the settlement 
of their common frontier in the Fiume region 
as giving any ground for the suggestion of a 
withdrawal of the joint memorandum of De- 
cember 9th. In this, says the President, he 
could not possibly join. Regarding the applic- 
ability of the Treaty of London, the Note poinis 
out that the American Government throughout 
the Peace Conference has not considered itself 
, bound by secret treaties, the existence of which 
were not previously known to it, but adds — 
Where the provisions of each Treaties were just 
and reasonable, the United States was willing to 
reapéct them. The Note asserts, however, that 
the United States cannot be expected +o áp- 
yrove of the execution of the terms of the

According to the 
Radical Morgenpost, the appeal is the result of 
a decision by the party boards of the German 
National People’s Party and the German People's 
Party. Hindenburg is said to have long since 
promised the two parties mentioned to accept 
nomination for the Presidency.

DEPARTURE POSTPONED. 


We are officially informed that the departure 
of tKhe Prince of Wales for Australia, which 
was to have taken place to-morrow, is 
unavoidably delayed by an outbreak of in- 
fluenza on board the Renown. The ship has 
been placed in quarantine, and it is hoped that 
no fresh cases will occur. His Royal Highness 
intends to gai] at the earliest possible moment. 
It has been necessary to postpone by one week 
all his engagements throughout the tour, but 
no further postponement will be made unless 
it is absolutely necessitated by the continuance 
of the epidemic. 

The actual] date for sailing will be notified as 
soon as the ship is declared free of quarantine. 

The presence of influenza on board the battie 
cruiser Renown, which was being prepared at 
Portsmouth for the Prince's Australian tour, 
was first detected on Saturday, when the vessel 
was put under observation. There are other 
cases reported in the port. It is not expected 
that the postponed departure of the Renown 
will be a very long one, as the cases on board 
are few in number and of a very mild type. 
The patients are removed to hospital directly 
they fall ill, and there have not been more 
than six cases in any one day. No fresh case 
was reported yesterday. 


SPRING ASSIZES. 


GRAVELY UNSATISFACTORY 


CONDITION OF LIMERICK. 


The Spring Assizes for the County of 
Limerick were opened on Saturday by Mr. 
Justice Samuels, who entered the court at 11 
o'clock, accompanied by the High Sheriff, Mr. 
R. Coplen Langford, J.P. 

Mr. Justice Samuels, addressing the Grand 
Jury, said that, there would be only two bills 
sent forward at the present Assizes. If the 
number of cases for trial was a real index of 
the. condition of the county it woukd be a 
matter for sincere congratulation. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the returns relating to the 
condition of the county prevented his lordship 
from congratulating the Grand Jury on that 
condition. He regretted sincerely to say that 
their county was in a gravely unsatisfactory 
condition. Since the last July Aesizes there 
had been 128 cases of gtavity reported by the 
police, Since the Winter Assizes, a period of 
only three months, there had been 79 cases, a 
net increase of 60 cases over the corresponding 
period of last year. When one came to con- 
sider the character of these cases the position 
was even worse. Almost every one of them was 
a crime of combination, and in hardly any of 
the cases was there any evidence given to the 
police or the authorities which would enable 
them to bring the offenders to justice. There 
must have been numerous people connected with 
the commission of those 79 cases, but only nine 
Quy wonld have to consider one of those cases, 

case in itself not of the utmost gravity, It 
wes a case of unlawfii] assembly arising ont of 
labour troubles. The returns showed that there 
were two cases of murder which occurred since 
last July. He was glad that for the last three 
months there had been no case of murder. 
There had been four cases of wounding and ea 
esae of endangering life which was of a 
felonious character. There was a. most serious 
case of malicious wounding, and there was a 
series of cases—firing at the person, firing into 
a dwelling-house, and attacking dwelling- 
houses. If miscreanta had carried out their 
felonious intent in those assaults it would pro- 
bably have meant a large loes of life. There 
were two cases of serious attacks on ‘police 
barracks, one at Kilfinmane and the other at 
Merroe. The barracks in each instance was 
gallantly defended by that incomparable force, 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. Those attacks 
were not only made with rifle shots, but an at- 
tempt was made to demolish barracks with 
gelignite and high explosives; telephones were 
cut and roads blockaded. ‘There had been a 
series of cases of sending lettera threatening to 
murder and destroy lives and injure the pro- 
perty of the persons to whom those letters were 
font. A series of malicious injury applications 


some of them would come before the present 
Assizes on appeal, and the result would be that, 
while a certain number of offenders would be 
muleted, a very large number of innocent people 
in the community would have to suffer for the 
misdeeds and crimes committed in their midst. 
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There was, however, one satisfactory feature in 
the whole business, and that was that 
there had not been a single crime of 
lust. That was a happy feature, because 
three years ago special attention had to be 
ealled to such cases in the county. As the 
result of good advice euch a crime had dis- 


i appeared, and it wos a matter for sincere con- 


gratulation. Let them hope that a similar im. 
provement would soon be noticeable in respect 
of the cases to which he had already referred. 
The best way to preserve the county under 
such conditions was for the community to pre- 
serve itself. The perpetrators of those serious 
crimes were known to a very large number of 
people, who were sufferers by their crimes. but 
terrorism was widespread and prevented those 
people from giving assistance to the police. 
Home influences, however, could be exercised. 
Fathers and mothers had a great responsibility, 
and he hoped that they still had a great power 
in controlling their sons and preventing them 
from drifting into the commission of crime. Ii 
would be to the advantage of everyone to hare 
such a state of things stopped, as nothing was 
to be gained, politically, constitutionally, or 
otherwise, by having resort to euch proceed- 
ings.

POLICE BARRACK . 
ATTACKED. 


DARING CRIME IN COUNTY 
LIMERICK. | 
ATTACK BEATEN OFF 


_ AFTER AN HOUR. 

At half-past two o'clock yesterday morning 
the police barrack at Doon, Co. Limerick, was 
attacked by about one hundred armed men, 
who made desperate efforts to get possession of 
the building. 

They used firearms and high explosives, and 
the police retaliated with their rifles and hand 
grenades. 

After a struggle, which lasted for nearly an 
hour, the raiders were forced to retire without 
having effected their object. 

None of the police received injuries. Whether 
the raiders escaped without injury is not at pre- 
sent known. bá Ui 

Our Ti ry Correspondent telegraphed las 
night oe sages Raat. gpansowáin to blow up 
Doon Police Barracks, situated midway between 
Limerick and Tipperary, was made in the small

the terrier dog in the barracks. The little garri- 
son of six, consisting of a sergean and five con- 
stables, were instantly on the alert. A hole had 
been made already in the western gable wall, 
and through it hand grenades were flung out. 
Simultaneously the police fired with the their 
rifles through the windows in the front and 
rear. 
Immediately there wae a volley of rifle shots 
in reply, and hand grenades were thrown at the 
barracks, The attackers fired from the shelter of 
a screen of trees and fences south-west and west 
of the barracks. 

The battle was continued for half and hour, 
bomb-throwing and rifle-firing being exchanged 
all the time. Eventually the assailants with- 
drew. 

The barrack walls are pitted all over with 
bullets and shell splinters and the windows are 
smashed, but the defenders escaped. 

During the Saturday night prior to the attack 
the telegraph wires were cut, and the roads for 
many miles around in the direction of Limeri¢k 
‘and Tipperary were blocked with felled trees 
and heaps of large stones torn from the coping 
of the roadside walls. 

At the western end of the barrack wall was 
about 60lba. of gelignite tied to plenks with 
strips of canvas. The attempt to blow in the 
gable wall with gelignite miscarried owing to 
_ garrison getting so promptly on the defen- 
sive. 

During the battle the attackers repeatedly 
} flung hand grenades towar-is the gelignite with 
the object of éxploding it, but failed. 

Interviewed this evening, Sergeant Madden, 
who is in chargé of Doon Barracks, said that the 
garrison had been anticipating for some time 
some such atiack, and were consequently on the 
elert. He thought that there were a hundred 

r more men in the attacking party. Some of 
them fired at short range. but most of them 
from long range. The police threw out Verey 
lights from the windows, but could not see any 
of the atteckers, though it was moonlight dur- 
ing the firing. Whistles as siguals were fre- 
quently heard. 

Sergeant Madden expresses hie belief that some 
of the attackers were®@wounded. The general 
opinion is that the raiders came from a distant 
district. All was quiet in the village to-day.. 

Canon Kelly, preaching in Doon Church to- 
day, stronyly condemned the attack as both 
criminal and futile. He believed that it was 
the work of a secret society. The Church had 
always condemned such societies. If all the 
police barracks in Ireland were destroyed the 
British Government could put something else 
in their place. Not by such means could Ire 
land’s freedom be won. 

Up to a late hour this evening no soldiers or 
policemen were able to drive from Limerick to 
Doon owing to the roads being blocked, but a 
military motor came out from Tipperary.

COUNTY MEATH RAIDS. 


A raid for arma, which was successful in one 
case, was made at Giltown, Bective, five miles 
from Navan, on Friday night by a party of ten 
' masked men. They first called at the house of 
a labourer named Griffiths about 10 o'clock. 
Griffiths’ door was locked, and the men de- 
manded admission, stating their errand. He 
ordered them away; they broke down the door. 
and in the porchway, with the broken door as 
a barrier, the raiders suddenly found themselves 
looking down the barrel of Griffiths’ gun, an old 
fowling piece. He told them to clear off or he 
would fire. The men ultimately decamped. 
Some shots were discharged by them, but it is 
not known with what effect. Griffiths heard 
some of the shots. Griffitis’ defence is con- 
sidered extremely plucky. 

The raiding party next proceeded to the house 
of a farmer named Roundtree, a mile away, and 
demanded admission. The only occupants were 
two women—an old woman named Morgan 
and Miss Roundtree. The men forced 
their way into the house. Miss Roundtree 
realised that resistance was uselees.. She is a 
girl ef only 20. They took away a gun and 
bade the girl open the drawere of a press in 
the hope of getting ammunition. Mies Round- 
tree pulled out the drawer, showing the men 
the contents, and they left satisfied that 
there was no ammunition there, having searched 
the premises thoroughly. In the meantime the 
ammunition (100 rounds) was, however, actually 
in the drawer, and in the hurry wae over- 
looked by the raiders. There is a police station 
within two miles. of the farmhouse, and the 
raids having been reported to the Rebinstown 
police in the morning, the police from Navan 
and Robinstown were despatched to investigate 
them. So far there have been no arrests.

HOME RULE BILL AND 
SOUTHERN UNIONISTS. 


Lord Bobert Cecil, speaking at Royston on 
Saturday night, said that Ireland was in a very 
eetious condition. 
struck by the-epeech of the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland in Parliament on Thursday last, because 
he drew a picture of Ireland which showed that 
the country was in as bad a condition, or even 
& worse condition, than it had been for many 
years past. The Chief Secretary's description 
was a very severe one for a country which we 
were supposed to be governing, and in which 
were supposed to be preserviiug order and 
loyalty to the Crown. There was a state of 
things there which wes very little removed from 
epen rebellion, and if the people responsible 
went without punishment that was really a 
very seriotis stais of things. They were bound 
to ask how it all came about. He observed that 
Mr. Macpherson said that after the rebellion in 
1916 some men were arrested and put in prison, 
and that they were afterwards released, but 
instead of being grateful they started to plot 
again. He was bound to say that it was a 
grave mistake for us to release those men. It 
was no use arresting people and then after a 
month or so release them again if they really 
had been guilty of serious crime. If they had 
not been guilty they should not have been ar- 
rested, and if they had been guilty they should 
not have been released. 

Lord Robert thought it possible that the best 
methods of enforcing the law in Ireland had 
not been adopted. The Government proceeded 
by means of courtsmartial, and he was not sure 
whether soldiers were the best people to carry 
on the civil government of the country, and it 
seemed to him that we should consider whether 
it would not be better to try to restore order in 
Ireland, not by martial law, but by strengthen- 
ing the ordinary civil and criminal law. We 
had tried many different plang for governing 
Ireland, but he regretted to say that by far the 
most successful plan wae thut of Mr. Arthur 
Balfour in the Crimes Act of 1887, an Act 
which was still on the Statute Book, and could 
be applied at any minute. 

HOME RULE BILL. 

As to the Home Rule Bill, which will be dis 
cussed in the House of Commons presently, he 
had the gravest doubts as to its wisdom. It was 

to establish two Parliaments in Ire- 
land, one in the South and one in the North. 
There were in the South what Mr. Macpherson 
called 350,000 loyaliets. Were we going to hand 
these over to the Sinn Fein Parliament under 
the conditions described by Mr. Macpherson? 
That seemed to him a very strong order. Some 
people said that to give the Irish their own 
Parliament they should protect the loyalists. 
That might be so. Although he was doubtful, 
he was of opinion that we should make an 
effort to settle the Irish question, and if he was 
sure that even the proposed scheme would be 
actepted by the Irish, it might be worth while 
asking the loyalists in the South to run the un- 
doubted risk which they would run under such 
a scheme; but it wes madness to do it unless 
we had some grounds for thinking it possible 
that those to whom we were making this 
concession really wanted it. 

OLD WAYS. 

We ought te break with all our old ways of 
dealing “with Ireland. We had made a great 
mistake for years, always trying to give them 
what we thought they wanted instead of what 
they wanted themeelves, and be did not think 
we should get over the difficulty until we 
treated the Irishman as a grown man politically. 
He would offer them the largest measure of 
self-government possible consistent with the 
safety of the Empire, and he would say to them, 
“ Do you want it or do you not?” He would 
ask them whether they wanted to do their duty 
aé citizens in the Empire and restore order in 
their own country. If they gave a guarantee 
they would be offered this scheme, subject only 
to this: thet if there was any part of the 
country, in Ulster or elsewhere, which showed 
iteelf resolutely opposed to the scheme, then 
that part must be left out, and the rest of the 
country must go on untii the people had shown 
that those in Ulster had nothing to fear and 
they could come in in safety. He could not 
believe that it was right to hand over loyal 
supporters of England to the tender mercies of 


difficult question settled. The two great key- 
stones of our policy should be to attempt to 
promote union among the nationg abroad and 
unity emong the classes at home by breaking 
down the suspicion and hostility which at pre- 
sent lay between employers and employed. 
Those were the two great principles for which 
he stood, and he did not think that they ‘could 
be fully or effectively carried out until we had 
succeeded in restoring peace to Ireland. But 
that pecce must be a peace with honour, and 
not desecrated by the abandonment of thos 
who had been friends to this country. (Cheers.)

At the Waterford Assises on Saterday the 
question of the legality of Sinn Fein came be- 
fore the Lord Chief Justice in the matter of the

burning of certain property belonging to the 
club on the night of the 12th June last.

FRENCH GOVERNMENT AND THE 
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ECONOMIC QUESTION. 


The following statement is issued here, says a 
Paris telegram, dated Sunday:—The French 
Government has sent instructions to its dele- 
gates in London regarding the Economic 
Memorandum. These instructions, the main 
point of which is that it ia impos#ible for 
Franee to accept any disguised revision of the 
Treaty of Versailles, or any diminution of the 
powers of the Reparations Commission, have 
had the result of causing an alteration to oe 
made in the original text of the Memorandum. 
Other changes in matters of detail are being de- 
manded by the French delegates, and negotia- 
tions on the matter are continuing. 

Discussing the Allied Economic Memorandum, 
the Temps states that the decument coptains, 
first of all, a statement of the causes which led 
to the present economic crisis. . These, states 
the newspaper, may be summarised as follows: 
(1) Peace has ‘not yet been completely estab- 
lished; (2) industrial and agricultural produc-

AN EXCITING FLIGHT 


THROUGH SANDSTORMS, 
HEAT, AND WHIRLWINDS, 


Reuter’s Agency learns that the crash of the 
“ Silver Queen” occurred one mile west of the 
aerodrome at Bulawayo. The machine» failed 
to rise owing to altitude. The personnel are 
unhurt, except for odd bruises and seratches. 
The Press Association's Livingstone (North 
Rhodesia) Correspondent, telegraphing on March 
2nd, writes—In the course of an interview 
Colonel Van Ryneveld said that the chief 
trouble he had to contend with was the extreme 
heat, even at a high altitude. As was the case 
with the Chalmers-Mitchel] machine, he had had 
trouble from leaking water jackets, but the 
Royal Air Force had supplied him with spares. 
exciting incident after leaving 
n occurred when, with a sand-storm 
behind it, the “Silver Queen” flew 366 miles 
in Just under three hours. “I had never goue 
at such a pace in my life” Colonel Van 
Ryneveld declared. At Mongalla he descended 
to 20 feet in order to inspect the ground, 
but when he opened up the engine it refused 
to pick up, and “we had the astounding ee 
perience of scuttling about with our tail brush- 
ing through trees and bush, but finally landed 
without damage.” Leaving Mongalla they met 
thousands of whirlwinds caused by the heat, 
even at an altitude of 7,000 to 8,000 feet, which 
caused the machine to he tossed about a great 
deal. Passing over Tabora he saw no signs of 
the Chalmers-Mitchell machine at the aero- 
drome, from which he concluded that she had’ 
crashed in the bush. He had an anxious time 
between Abercorn and Ndola, as, with the 
eviinders of the starboard engines not working, 
the machine lost height for three-quarters 
an hour, but managed to reach Ndola, whera 
the trouble was corrected. As an illustration of 
the trouble caused by the altitude, Colonel Van 
Ryneveld said that at Abercorn, the highes’ 
place on the route, they had to discard every- 
thing unessential in order to leave the ground, 
as the heat and altitude made both landing and 
“ taking off” matters of difficulty and anxiety.
